Safety First

DEAR MRS. LIGHT: My problem may 


seem. small, but it has given me a lot of 
sleepless nights. Nights when I've gotten up 
a dozen times to give my child cough syrup 
or put on the vaporizer. Any motner who 
has sat up with a sick child knows what I 
mean. 


Most of these illnesses I can trace to fire 


drills at school. My little girl catches cold 
easily, especially when she gets chilled. Sev- 
eral times lately she has stood outside in be- 
low-freezing weather without even a sweater 


to keep her warm. She says the teacher won't let the chil- 
dren get their coats. I know fire drills are necessary, but is 
it necessary to schedule them on bad days? Isn't a child's, 
health important, too?—TIRED MOTHER 


ANSWER: I can appreciate your sentiments about fire 


drills. I've sat up, too. But to be effective, fire drills must 
necessarily simulate the real thing. If the school were actually 
burning down, I'm sure you wouidn t want your child to take 
time to put on her coat, hat and boots before getting out of 
the building. 


I believe most schools take weather into consideration 


when scheduling a fire drill. When a fire inspector arrives 
unexpectedly, however, they naturally have no alternative. 
The drill must be held during his tour of inspection, without 
warning. Occasionally a child sets off a false alarm, either as 
a prank or by accident. 


Recently I.heard of a case where several parents called 


the school and complained after their children were sent 
outside without coats in a freezing drizzle. What these par- 
ents didn't know was that the so-called fire drill was trig- 
gered by a real emergency. For the sake of the children's 
safety, it was necessary to get them out of the building fast. 


Be thankful your school is. safety-conscious. Your child 


may outgrow her susceptibility to colds in the future. And 
the school wants to make doubly sure she HAS a future.

Emotional Disturbances 
Can Bother Even Babies

Q—In a recent column you 


said that all children with ul- 
cerative colitis are emotion- 
ally disturbed but that this 
might be either the cause or 
the result of the disease. I had 
this disease when I was 22 
months old. Is it possible to 
be emotionally disturbed at 
that age? How would you de- 
fine an e m o t i o n a l disturb- 
ance? Is it permanent? 


A—A baby can be emotion- 


ally disturbed as soon as he 
can tell the d i f f e r e n c e be- 
tween pleasure and pain, and 
that is pretty young. I can't 
think of anything that would 
be more likely to cause an 
emotional disturbance or to 
aggravate one already exist- 
ing than a bout of ulcerative 
colitis. 


I would define an emotional 


disturbance as any reaction 
against an unpleasant experi- 
ence. This can, of course, take 
a wide variety of forms, rang- 
ing from negativism (refusing 
to talk or take any part in the 
life going on about one) to 
violent outbursts of temper. 


Since everyone has such re- 


actions at times, it is a bless- 
ing that they are not perma- 
nent but are usually of short 
d u r a t i o n . Only when they 
are inordinately prolonged is 
there any need to worry about 
the victim's mental health. 


Q—VVhcn my family and I 


get up in the morning, we are 
just as tired as when we went 
to bed. We get a good eight 
hours sleep every night but it 


doesn't seem to do any good. 
What causes this and what 
would you suggest we do? 


A— Some p e o p l e are de- 


scribed as the morning type. 
They bound out of bed in the 
morning full of r e n e w e d 
vigor. They usually wilt in the 
early evening and can't tak.< 
s 


late'h on rs. Others— evening 
type — have a hard time gel* 
ting started in the morning 
but gather momentum as the 
day progresses. They usually 
hate to go to bed at night. 
These people are often com- 
p l e t e l y dependent on their 
morning cup of coffee and it 
does seem to help them get 
going, however reluctantly. 


1 know of no way to change 


a person from one of these 
types to the other. Learning 
to relax completely when you 
go to bed should be helpful. 
To do this, it is essential first 
to learn to differentiate be- 
tween how your muscles feel 
when they are t e n s e and 
when they are relaxed. Then 
you must practice relaxing by 
lying flat on your back. When 
you feel tension in a muscle' 
and can't relax it, try tensing 
it to the maximum, then let it 
go limp. It is most important 
to learn to relax the muscles 
around your eyes, ears and 
larynx.

Winter Is 
Spreading 
Over Nation

The coldest weather of the 


winter overspread much of the 
nation today and pressed hard- 
freze conditions as far south as 
northern Florida. 


The bitter cold spread zero 


temperatures over the heavy 
snow cove of part of the Middle 
Atlantic area where up to 15 
inches of snow 
accumulated 


Wednesday and early Thursday 
from a storm which had passed 
out over the North Atlantic. 


It dropped the mercury to 41 


below 
zero 
at International 


Falls, Minn., and a record -16 at 
Milwaukee where the former 
low mark for the dale was sel 
at -13 in 1963. Minneapolis and 
St. Paul had -26 in Ihe early 
hours of the day, and Chicago's 
official low was -10. 


The frigid readings ran south 


from the northern Great Plains 
to Kansas and Missouri. 


Readings moderated 
in the 


Lower Rio Grande Valley of 
Texas after a light freeze early 
Thursday, b u t t h e northern 
Florida crop section had a hard 
feeze, 
although 
most 
citrus 


fruits have been harvested. The 
temperature 
in the area were 


in the 20s. The Lower Florida 
east coast 
vegetable 
farmers 


watched temperatures anxious- 
ly, ready to fire fallow fields if 
necessary to protect crops. 


In snow - covered 
Virginia 


where four deaths were attrib- 
uted to the snowstorm, one- 
fourth of the slate's r u r a l 
roads remained impassable and 
schools were closed. Hundreds 
of schools were closed also in 
North Carolina, Maryland and 
eastern Tennessee by the snow 
and cold.

shores. Two inches of new snow 
fell at Sault Ste. Marie and

Town, Maine, today, bringing 
the ground cover thickness lo 20 
inches.

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP) - A 


Johns Hopkins Medical School 
research team has concluded 
afler a 13-year study thai a 
"significant number" of prema- 
ture infants later grow up lo be 
less effective students than nor- 
mal infanls. 


Dr. Gerald Wiener and Dr. 


Paul Harper said "contrary lo 
the old wives tale that prema- 
tures catch up, there is no evi- 
dence that this is so." 


In a 
study of 
992 patients 


in several Baltimore hospitals, 
the researchers found thai IQ 
scores were about three points 
less than those of normal chil- 
dren at the age of six. By three 
or more years later, the IQ gap 
had widened to 5.5 points, said 
the researchers. 


The study, financed by the 


U.S. Department of Health, Ed- 
ucation and Welfare, said arith- 
metic skill was more impaired 
than reading skill — possibly, 
they 
said, 
because 
reading 


problems 
don't 
show u p a s 


readily at an early age. 


The researchers 
said 
their 


findings held true for both Ne- 
gro and While children in the 
492 infants 
of less than 
V-z

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 


new head coach of the Atlanta 
Falcons sometimes goes by the 
name of J. Jones. 


By now, those interested in 


National Football League af- 
fairs know that the Falcons' 
man is Norb Hecker.

to keep secret Falcon owner 
Rankin Smith's selection of a 
new head coach.

He s a i d he doesn't plan to 


m6ve his wife and five children 
to Atlanta until school is out 
"because I'm going to be so 
busy I wouldn't have time to 
spend with them anyway." 


Hecker was first contacted by 


the Falcons last Saturday, and 
was 
told Tuesday to fly to 


Atlanta so he could be intro- 
duced at a news conference 
Wtdnseday. 


Hecker said that he feels 


Atlanta has some top college 
players on its roster, "and with 
the 42 players we will get from 
the other teams I believe we 
will have pretty good talent." 


The former Baldwin-Wallace 


College star, who layed half- 
back for the Los Angeles Rams 
and the Washington Redskins 
before a knee injury ended his 
NFL career in 1957, said he will 
first build a strong defense with 
the Falcons. 


"You can't win in the NFL 


without a good defense," said 
Hecker, who has been defensive 
backfield coach for the Packers. 
"And it is easier to build a de- 
fense than an offense." 


Hecker has been considered 


one of Packer Coach Vince 
Lombardi's top aides. But he 
lacks Lombardi's brooding in- 
tensity and is slow to anger. 


"Norb has all the qualifica- 


tions of a paragon," Lombardi 
said. "He is a very fine young 
gentleman, 
highly 
intelligent 


and with a fine personality. He 
is extremely loyal and one of 
the finest workers I have ever 
seen on my staff." 


Lombardi, who recommended 


Hecker for the Atlanta coaching 
post, said he didn't know his 
former aide's coaching policy. 
"He's been coaching with mine 
and now he'll have to coach 
with his own," said Lombardi.

You're a musician who Isn't making music. 


So now I'm going to say to you, "Girl, make time to prac- 


tice your music." And do you know what you're going to say 
back to me? "Are you crazy, Mrs. Lawrence? Time, indeed! 
You just don't know what you're talking about! Why, I don't 
have a moment of time that other people don't claim. I just 
don't have any time to practice my music. The only time 
I've got I have to spend being a 'young suburban housewife'." 


O.K. Go see your psychiatrist. But in the end, if his treat- 


ment is successful, all you're going to come out with is the 
courage to smash through alibis and resolve to be the person 
you are. Because that person includes a musician as well as 
a "young suburban housewife" you'll make time for her to 
practice her music. You'll make room for your whole self 
instead of letting the musician in you be squeezed into a 
dusty, narrow little corner. 


Dr. Karen Homey was a distinguished woman psychoan- 


alyst and teacher of psychoanalysis. She once wrote this: 
"Wo cannot develop our potentialities until we are willing to 
be truthful to ourselves," 


By telling me you have no time to practice your music, 


you are not being truthful to yourself. You're just mad that 
your husband and children don't arrange the time for you. 
And I can't do a darn thing about that because our demand 
that other people solve our problems for us is so hidden 
from us that we can't recognize its voice when we say, "I 
can't make time to practice my music." 


The expectation that somebody else should make time for 


us is so unreachable that we can't even see that our "rest- 
loss discontent" is our fury that our husband and children 
don't arrange practice time for us the way mommy used to.

Richard S. Arnold's politically
